Collins escapes 

Ijocal law enforcement officers have been looking since 
Sunday for 27-year-old Rusty Wayne Collins who escaped 
that day while at an area hospital. 

Collins was serving time at the Three Forks Regional Jail 
for a 2011 conviction for criminal attempt to manufacture 
methamphetamine and complicity to wanton endangerment 
in the first degree. 

Jail Administrator Harvey Pelfrey said Tuesday that he 
thought Collins was taken to the Jackson hospital around 3 a.m. 
He left the hospital in a vehicle. The reason for the hospital 
visit was not given. 

Collins is 5’5”, with green eyes and blond or strawberry 
hair. 

Kentucky Department of Corrections records show that Col¬ 
lins was given a parole hearing on April 27, 2012, and parole 
was recommended. 

He had been sentenced to serve seven years on the meth 
charge and one year for wanton endangerment. 

County accepts, 
spends $ 

T'he Lee County Fiscal Court Tuesday afternoon approved 
the acceptance and spending of $74,315. 

During a called meeting, the court accepted $25,000 from 
a Homeland Security grant, $18,159 from Solid Waste - Litter 
Abatement, and $31,156 from LGEA- Coal Production. 

Those funds were then earmarked as follows: $25,000 for 
ambulance equipment; $ 12,000 for the litter abatement officer; 
$3,000 for litter abatement - inmate meals; $3,159 for litter 
abatement supplies; $9,347 for road materials; and, $21,809 
as a reserve for transfers. 

The court also agreed to advertise for chest compression 
equipment for the Ambulance Service. That is where the 
$25,000 is going. 

Approval was given to renew the health insurance contract 
with Anthem Bluecross/Blueshield. Employees are to pay the 
increase, which will be from $443.78 to $464.75 on the base 
plan and from $474.89 to $502.01 on the buy-up plan. Those 
are monthly premiums. 

With the Extension Service moving out of the Happy Top 
building in February, the court agreed to advertise the space 
for rental. The cost is to be $750 per month. 

A payment of $4,138 to AWI was approved. This is to pay 
for replacing a septic system damaged by a county garbage 
truck. 

A policy was approved that requires county employees to 
have their timesheets due on the week of payroll by Thursday 
at 9 a. m., and checks to not be release until Friday at noon. 

Because bills would not be ready for next week’s meet¬ 
ing on Thursday, the court agreed to move the meeting until 
Thursday, January 15.

BUMPS ON EYELIDS 


That small bump that 
sometimes appears on either 
the upper or lower eyelid 
is caused by a blocked oil 
gland. A “Chalazion” usu¬ 
ally disappears in about a 
month without treatment. 
However, most patients seek 
treatment when a chalazion 
is large enough to block vi¬ 
sion or looks unsightly. The 
bump that characterizes a 
chalazion is caused by a 
blockage in the Meibomian 
gland on the eyelid, which 
produces oil in both the 
upper and lower eyelids. 
Chalazae are sometimes 
confused with styes, which, 
unlike chalazia, are caused 
by infections and are usually 
painful. In addition, chalazia 
are usually found away from 
the edge of the eyelid while 
styes are most often found 
right on the eyelid edge.

State of the art warning 
device now on line

Lee Countians can sleep 
more soundly and generally 
feel better protected because 
of a state of the art warning 
device that was installed and 
tested on December 22, on a 
hill behind the Lee County- 
Beattyville Fire Station. This 
device has a programmable 
five-horsepower siren that 
can produce a sound to ex¬ 
ceed 130 decibels. The eight 
fiberglass projectors (horns) 
help spread the sound. It 
can definitely be heard in 
all of Beattyville and as far 
away as the beginning of Big 
Andy Ridge on a clear, calm 
day! Initially, the siren was 
sounded for a three-minute 
steady blast to indicate a 
tornado warning. It is also 


capable high-low tones, a 
low growl, etc. All of these 
tones and sequences of the 
siren’s sound indicate a spe¬ 
cific emergency. The expla¬ 
nation of these tones will be 
published in a future edition 
of the paper. 

One only has to remember 
the devastating 2012 tornado 
that leveled West Liberty to 
justify the installation of this 
warning device. The rationale 
is that if having this device 
can save one life, it is a worth¬ 
while investment. 

Lee County-Beattyville Fire 
Department Chief, Hargis 
Ross, started exploring the av¬ 
enues of obtaining this siren 
more than one year ago and 
determining its ideal location. 


Armed with these facts and 
proposals, he talked to the 
Lee County 911 Coordinator, 
Betty Sebastian, about writ¬ 
ing a grant and requesting 
$20,000 for this purchase, 
which became a city project. 
The research for this proj¬ 
ect included an exhaustive 
environmental study that 
included how the sound 
would affect the wildlife in 
the area. That the siren be¬ 
came a reality is indicative of 
the ability of Betty Sebastian 
to write a very effective and 
convincing grant proposal 
and also the determination 
Fire Chief Hargis Ross to see 
it through.

Section 92.03 - subsection (I) 

DILAPIDATED STRUCTURE: Any 
structure, which for wants of repair, lack 
of sufficient fire escapes, deterioration, the 
accumulation of trash, garbage, or debris, 
being a haven for insects, rodents, or other 
vermin, is unsafe, unsanitary, especially li¬ 
able to fire loss, unfit for human habitation, 
occupancy or use, or is dangerous or injuri¬ 
ous to the health or safety of the occupants 
of the structure, or the other residents of 
the neighborhood or city. 

Section 92.04 - subsection (D) 

Whenever a nuisance is discovered, the 
authorized city officials shall give 30 days 
written notice to remedy the nuisance situ¬ 
ation. The notice shall be mailed certified 
tot he last known address of the owner of 
property, as it appears on the current tax 
assessment roll. Upon failure of the owner 
of the property to comply, the authorized 
city official is authorized to send city em¬ 
ployees or individual (s) hired or contracted 
by the city upon the property to remedy 
the situation. 

Section 92.04 - subsection (E) - line 
(2) 

The lien shall be notice to all persons 
from the time of its recording and shall bear 
interest at the rate of 5% thereafter until 
paid. The lien created shall take precedence 
over all other subsequent liens, except state, 
county, school board and city taxes, and 
may be enforced by judicial proceeding.
